TAL HOMES USE LESS THAN HALF AS MUCH ENERGY 


California Gas Co., the homes 
were designed and built as part 
of the five-year Minimum 
Energy Dwelling (MED) research 
effort being conducted jointly 
by the gas company, Mission 
Viejo company and the federal 
Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
(ERDA). 

Goal of the research program 
is to encourage developers to 
incorporate MED’s energy-saving 
designs and features in future 
residential construction. 

One of the 1,150-square-foot 
MED homes will be a 
demonstration model; the 
second, identical home will be 
occupied by a typical Mission 
Viejo-area family, with family 
energy use carefully measured 
and recorded. Energy use data 
will be compared with data 
collected at the demonstration 
home and other similar homes in 
the community to determine the 
performance of the conservation 
features. 

Energy-saving features of the 
homes include more efficient 
kitchen appliances, double-pane 
windows, thicker and better 
insulated walls and ceilings, 
heavy tile roofs, a special air 
circulation system, and a 
plumbing system that mixes hot 
and cold water to predetermined 
temperatures before it reaches 
kitchen and bathroom faucets. 

Further, they include 
solar-assisted equipment for 
comfort heating and cooling and 
water heating. The equipment 
uses natural gas as a backup fuel 
when solar energy is insufficient. 

MED designers also made 
extensive use of the 
energy-saving potential of 
building methods and 
landscaping.

VISALIA — Fire prevention 


is everyone’s business. The 
Tulare County Fire Protection 
service is again urging residents 
to give some thought to insuring 
that their homes and— other 
property are fire safe during Fire 
Prevention week, October 3 
through October 9. 

Statistics show that a house 
burns every two minutes in the 
United States. Approximately 
30 people lose their lives and 65 
more people are disfigured. How 
much proof is needed to 
convince us that more care 
should be taken to make our 
homes and property fire safe? 

In the home, there are five 
areas of concern which, with: a 
certain amount of attention, can 
save your life from fire. First, 
careless smoking can_ be 
corrected with a few basic rules: 


1. Never smoke in bed. 

2. Keep matches and lighters 
out of reach of. small 
children. 

3. Do not empty ash trays 
into wastepaper baskets; 
empty into a closed metal 
container. 


Faulty heating and cooking 
equipment are often sources of 
fires in the homes. Have a 
competent serviceman install 
and periodically check furnaces 
and kitchen stoves for proper 
operation. Keep ovens and stove 
tops clean! Do not. store 
potholders near the burners. 
Fireplace screens should always 
be in place to prevent sparks 
from popping onto carpets and 
furniture. 

Electricity causes a 
tremendous number of fires each 
year in homes, second only to 
smoking. Most of these fires are 
caused by improper use of 
electricity and improper wiring. 
Overloaded circuits are very 
common and care should be 
taken to prevent this. Fuses of 
proper size should be used to 
prevent wiring from being 
overloaded beyond its limit. 
Many homes have wiring which 
is inadequate for modem 
electrical loads. Have a 
competent electrician inspect 
your wiring. Frayed electrical 
cords, broken plugs, and octopus 
connections should be replaced. 
Be sure that appliances are 
turned off when not in use. 


Care should be taken when 
using flammable liquids. Hot 
water heater compartments 
should never be used for storage 
of materials which emit 
explosive fumes. Never use these 
liquids to start fires. Home dry 
cleaning should be done in 
well-ventilated areas. 

Good housekeeping is 
essential in keeping the home 
fire safe. If rubbish is allowed to 
accumulate, it takes a much 
smaller spark to start a fire. 
Never allow rubbish to 
accumulate, especially in attics, 
garages, and basements. If you 
burn your rubbish, pick a spot

overhanging tree limbs. Use a 
burn barrel with a wire mesh 
screen with the mesh being no 
greater than %4”.

Consequently, when a fire 
breaks out in their home, they 
are not prepared to handle the 
emergency. Therefore, a 
daughter is maimed by fire; a 
son is burned and disfigured 
beyond recognition; a mother 
and baby are burned to death 
because the mother panicked 
and ran the wrong way. In a fire, 
seconds count. Every family 
should work out a good escape 
plan and rehearse it. Lay out 
sample fire problems. For 
example, “What would we do if 
a fire broke out in the living 
room?” 

The Tulare County Fire 
Protection service and the 
California Division of Forestry 
remind all residents of Tulare 
county to give some thought to 
fire prevention. It just might 
save your life and/or the lives of 
your loved ones.

NAVEL ORANGE SEASON EXPECTED 


TO GET OFF TO GOOD START NOV. 1 


STRATHMORE — After a 
problem-marked 1975-76 
season, 1976-77 Navel orange 
crop is expected to get off toa 
better start, members of the 
Strathmore Packing House Co. 
were told at their 62nd annual 
meeting in the Strathmore 
Veterans Memorial building. 

Charles V. Sheldon, 
president, said the season is 
expected to begin around 
November 1, close. to normal 
after a late start last season. A 
good quality crop is expected, 
with volume estimated about 
20% below last season’s 
production. However, it is 
expected more of the crop will 
be sold fresh rather than being 
diverted into the less profitable 
products outlet. 

Last year’s Navel crop was 
plagued by-season long problems 
of late maturity, which 
disrupted marketing plans and 
resulted in lost market 
Opportunities. 

A guest speaker, Doug Barker 
of Sherman Oaks, domestic sales 
manager for Sunkist Growers, 
termed the maturity problems 
the worst in 15 years. The 
conditions contributed to what 
Barker described as one of the 
most critical marketing years 
since the late 1930’s. 

Because of the late crop, 
Navel oranges were shipped in 
volume during the month of 
July for the first time in 16 
years, Barker stated. 

While the Navel crop resulted 
in red ink for many growers, 
Barker said Valencias have fared 
better, and he described the 
season since July 1 as “great.”

auction, and have for many 
years. We expect that they will 
continue this fine support... 
what they do elsewhere is a 
matter for them to decide... 
“Local” buyers for the Tulare 
County Fair livestock auction 
are no doubt available if asked 
by the right people at the right 
time. It’s up to FFA leaders, 4-H 
leaders, parents and junior 
exhibitors to do the asking... 
Merely complaining about “no 
buyers’? will continue to 
produce no buyers.

The purpose of this second 
series of meetings is to inform 
the public of the progress made 
by the IDP in assessing the 
economic, environmental,
